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fire tears the Rock to get forth, and fo crackes and breaks it 
all about, thatatone time avaftdeal of it will either be quite 
blown out, or fo crackt and broken, as will make it eafy to be 
remov'd : And according to the effcO: of one luch Cartridge, 
more may be afterwards made ufc of, as hath been laid. 

Obfervables upon a Monftrous Head. 

This was the Head of a Celt, reprefcnted in the annexed 
Figure j\.. firft viewed by Mr. Boyle, who went into the Stable 
where the Colt lay, and got the Head haftily and rudely cue off, 
the Body thereof appearing to his Eye compleatly formed , 
without ?.ny Monjlrofity to betaken notice of in it. Afterwards 
he caufed it to be put into a Veflel, and covered with Spirit of 
JF/n^, thereby chiefly intending, to give good examplc.together 
with a proof, that by the help of the faid ,Sy&//7V, (which he hath 
recommended for fuch Properties in one of his EJJays of the 
Vfefulmfs of l>^atiiral Plnlofopby') the parts of Animals ^■s^vA even 
MoTiJlers , may in Summer it felf be prefervcd long enough, to 
ajSford Anatomifls the opportunities of examining them. 

The Head being opened, and examined, it was found, 

Firfl, That it had no fign of any Nofe in the ufual place, nor 
had it any, in any other place ofthcHead, unlefs the double 
Bagg CC, that grew out of the midft of the forehead, were 
fome rudiment of it. 

Next, That the tTvo Eyes were united into one Detible Eye, 
which was placed juft in the middle of the Brow, the Nofe be- 
ing wanting, which fliould have feparated them, whereby the 
two Eye-holes in the Scull were united into one very large 
round hole, into the midft of which, from the Brain, eutred 
one prety large Optic^ Nerve, at the end of which grew a great 
Double Eye^ thacis, that Membrane, called Sclerotit, which con- 
tained both, was one and the fame^but feemed to have a Seam, 
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by which they werejolned, to go quite round ic, and the fore 
or pellucid part was diftin<3:ly leparated into two Cornea's by a 
white Seam that divided them. Each Cornea fccmcd to have its 
ir/V, (or Rain-bow-hke Circle) and Apertures or Pupils di- 
ftincSt; and upon opening the fflrwffl, there was found within 
it two Balls yOt Cryjisllifie Humours^ very well fliapcd; but the 
other parts of it could not be fo well dijftinguiflicd, becaufe the 
eye had been much bruifed by the handling, and the inner 
parts confufed and diflocatcd. Ithad four Eye-browes, pla* 
ced in the manner expreft in Figure 4. by « «j ^ ^ ; a a rcprc- 
feuting the lorver, and b ^, the upjer Eyelids. 

La///y, That juft above the Eye5, as it were in the midll of 
the Eorehead, was a very deep depreffion,and our of ihemidft 
of that grew a kind of double Par/e or Bagg , C C, containing 
little or nothing in it j but to fome it feemed to be a produdtt- 
cn of the matter defigned for the Nofe, but diverted by this 
Monftrous Conception 5 perhaps the Vrocefjus mammillares 
joined into one, and covered with a thin hairy skin. 

Obfervahles in the Body of the Earl of 
Balcarres. 

Thefe following Obfervations, were a while fince fent out 
of 6' w;/flW by an ingenious perfon^ an Eye-witneis, to Mr So- 
bert Moray , 

1. That the Belly of this Nobleman being cper.ed, the^- 
menttim or "Net was found lean and /m;ill : his Liver very bigg ; 
the5/>/f-f»biggalfo, filled with a black and thick humour. Mis 
Stomach and Entrails all empty, of a Saffron- coloui", diftended 
with wind onely. The Bladder of Qall fwelled with a black 
humour : the Kidneys filled with a kind oi ^rumous bluud. 

2. That in the Thorax or oheji^ the L obes of the tttvgs were all 
entire, but of a bad colour j on the left fide fomewhat black 
and bine , and on the right, whitiih i with a ycUowilh knob 
under one of the Lobes,
